News  from  the  MGH  Community 


Update  from  MGH  Nursing 
and  Patient  Care  Services 

On  behalf  of  Jeanette  Ives  Erickson,  RN,  MS, 
Senior  Vice  President  for  Patient  Care  and 
Chief  Nurse  at  the  Massachusetts  General 
Hospital,  Mariaiwe  Ditojnassi,  RN,  MSN, 
MBA,  provided  an  overview  of  the  newly- 
launched  Institute  for  Patient  Care  during 
the  Homecoming  festivities. 

She  noted  that  as  the  depth  and  scope  of 
clinical  practice  continues  to  grow  amid 
a changing  healthcare  landscape,  it's 
essential  to  maintain  a clear  and  focused 
vision  for  the  future.  It  was  that  future 
vision  that  first  led  Ives  Erickscrn  to  the 
idea  of  creating  the  Institute  for  Patient 
Care  at  MGH.  The  Institute  for  Patient 
Care  is  comprised  of  existing  and  newly- 
launched  centers  as  well  as  a number  c^f 
programs  and  initiatives  geared  toward 
advancing  clinical  excellence,  inter-dis- 
ciplinary collaboration,  education,  and 
research. 

Ives  Erickson's  vision  for  the  Institute  is 
that  it  will  be  a central  entity  linking  dis- 
ciplines and  professions  within  Patient 
Care  Services  to  foster  teamwork,  share 
best  practices,  and  bring  an  informed, 
inter-disciplinary  approach  to  patient- 
and  family-centered  care.  Rather  than 
allowing  our  good  efforts  to  become 
scattered  and  disconnected,  the  Institute 
will  enable  clinicians  across  Patient  Care 
Services  to  integrate  competencies,  evi- 
dence-based practice,  quality-improve- 
ment, and  informatics  into  the  delivery 
of  patient  care. 

I’he  underlying  philosophy  of  the  Insti- 
tute is  rooted  in  the  core  competencies 
articulated  by  the  Institute  of  Medicine 
(lOM)  in  2002.  They  are: 


• Provide  patient-  and  family-centered 
care;  identify,  respect  and  care  about 
patients'  differences,  values,  preferences, 
and  needs;  relieve  pain  and  suffering; 
coordinate  continuous  care;  listen  to, 
inform,  communicate  with,  and  educate 
patients;  share  decision-making;  and  ad- 
vocate for  disease-prevention,  wellness, 
and  healthy  lifestyles, 

• Work  in  inter-disciplinary  teams;  co- 
c^perate,  collaborate,  communicate,  and 
integrate  care, 

• Employ  evidence-based  practice;  inte- 
grate research  into  clinical  expertise  and 
patients'  values  for  optimum  care, 

• Employ  quality-improvement  mea- 
sures; identify  errors  and  hazards; 
understand  and  implement  basic  safety 
principles;  continually  understand  and 
measure  quality  of  care;  and  design  and 
test  interventions  to  change  systems 
with  the  objective  of  improving  quality, 

• Use  informatics;  communicate,  man- 
age knowledge,  mitigate  error,  and  sup- 
port decision-making  using  information 
technology. 

Ives  Erickson  notes  that  education,  inno- 
vation, and  influence  don't  happen  in  a 
vacuum;  much  of  our  work  will  rely  on 
new  and  existing  partnerships.  It  will  be 
important  as  we  move  forward  to  forge 
relationships  with  businesses  and  edu- 
cational organizations  that  support  free 
thinking  and  inter-disciplinary  learning. 
As  clinical  practice  and  the  sphere  of 
influence  continues  to  grow  in  Patient 
Care  Services,  mirroring  the  dynamic 
nature  of  health  care  itself,  Ives  Erickson 


shares  that  The  Institute  for  Patient  Care 
will  help  us  harness  the  knowledge, 
imagination,  and  spirit  of  inquiry  that 
have  made  us  a world-class  institution 
and  keep  our  talents  and  energies  fo- 
cused on  the  areas  where  they're  needed 
most. 


MGH  Institute  of  Health  Professions 
Nursing  Program  Update 

The  Board  of  Higher  Education  has  approved  a new  fast-track  Bachelor  of  Science 
in  Nursing  (BSN)  degree  at  the  Institute.  This  marks  the  first  baccalaureate  degree 
offered  at  the  Institute.  The  first  students  will  enter  in  May  2008.  Students  admitted  to 
this  program  will  have  a baccalaureate  degree  in  another  field  and  will  be  prepared 
for  licensure  as  a registered  nurse  through  this  new  degree  offering.  The  program  is 
designed  to  prepare  students  to  work  in  direct  care  in  hospitals  as  well  as  other  insti- 
tutional settings  and  in  the  community. 

Increasingly,  the  baccalaureate  degree  in  nursing  is  being  viewed  by  many  employers 
as  the  minimum  preparation  for  entry  into  professional  nursing  practice.  Additional- 
ly, numerous  professional  organizations  in  nursing  have  also  supported  the  baccalau- 
reate degree  as  the  preferred  education  route  for  entry  into  practice.  This  new  degree 
furthers  the  MGH  Institute  graduate  program  in  nursing's  tradition  of  innovative 
pathways  for  adult  learners  to  enter  the  profession.  The  MGH  Institute's  curriculum 
has  been  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  adult  learners  and  to  provide  an  opportunity 
to  enter  the  nursing  work  force  with  outstanding  preparation. 

The  accelerated  program  consists  of  13  courses,  some  of  which  may  be  online  and  can 
be  completed  in  14  months.  The  program  has  worked  with  clinical  partners  to  ensure 
a smooth  transition  from  student  to  professional  nursing  role.

Treasurer's  Report 

Lor  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31, 
2005  the  MGH  Nurses  Alumnae  Asso- 
ciation received  a total  of  $91,990  from 
bequests,  dues,  fund  drives,  donations, 
bank  account  interest  and  educational 
and  homecoming  events.  Of  this  amount 
we  received  $44,460  from  dues,  miscel- 
laneous income  and  the  annual  fund 
drive.  Educational  and  homecoming 
events  that  are  used  to  offset  the  costs 
of  these  programs  totaled  $9,975  for  a 
total  of  $54,435  in  unrestricted  income. 
Restricted  income  that  is  only  available 
for  specified  purposes  totaled  $336,216 
Of  this  amount  Capital  Campaign  dona- 
tions totaled  $31,762. 

For  that  same  period  ending  December 
31,  2005,  expenses  for  the  general  op- 
erations of  the  Association,  the  Capital 
Campaign  and  a one-time  contribution 
to  MGH  Institute  for  a scholarship  in 


memory  of  an  instructor  were  $72,921  for 
a net  of  income  over  expenses  of  $14,831. 

For  the  first  time  in  three  years,  we  are  in 
the  black  and  we  are  now  in  good  shape 
financially.  Our  accounting  firm  contin- 
ues to  keep  our  accounts  in  order  and  all 
office  and  fiscal  duties  continue  to  be  as- 
sumed by  members  of  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors. 

1 would  personally  like  to  thank  Linda 
Orrell  for  assuming  some  of  my  fiscal 
duties  while  I was  recovering  from  my 
second  hip  surgery  and  without  access  to 
a computer,  and  to  acknowledge  all  the 
hours  that  she  and  Marlene  Norton  vol- 
unteer to  this  association.  Without  their 
dedication  we  would  not  be  in  the  posi- 
tive position  we  are  now  enjoying.  It  has 
taken  over  three  years,  but  we  are  now 
financially  stable. 

A copy  of  the  full  financial  report  is  on 
file  in  the  Alumnae  office  and  is  available 
for  review.

This  year,  there  was  one  recipient  of  a 
loan  from  the  fund.  Another  loan  has 
reached  payback  time.  A gift  of  $10,000 
was  received  from  the  estate  of  Esther 
Martinson  and  is  appreciated. 

We  continue  to  offer  low  interest  educa- 
tional loans  (2%-4%)  for  tuition  to  those 
pursuing  their  nursing  or  related  edu- 
cation. There  are  no  prepayment  penal- 
ties and  interest  begins  to  accrue  in  the 
second  year  of  repayment.  Requirements 
include  remaining  an  active  member  in 
good  standing  for  the  duration  of  the 
loan.

This  past  week  has  been  an  inspiring  one 
for  my  nursing  mind.  Nurse's  Week  at 
MGH  is  always  a spectacular  event.  The 
corridors  of  MGH  are  lined  with  large 
posters  of  nursing  accomplishments  and 
contributions;  there  are  nursing  pre- 
sentations and  lectures  throughout  the 
week;  Jeanette  Ives  Erickson's  State  of 
the  Union  address  is  always  an  inspira- 
tion—this  year  the  Topic  was  Profession- 
alism in  Nursing  — sound  familiar?  — 
Miss  Sleeper  would  be  pleased.  The 
week  is  culminated  with  a social  event 
at  the  Museum  of  Science  — thousands 
of  nurses  with  their  friends  and  fam- 
ily members  — what  energy  and  spirit  is 
always  present  at  the  event. 

The  next  day  I then  had  the  honor  of 
representing  all  of  you  at  the  MGH  Insti- 
tute of  Health  Professions  Commence- 
ment Exercises.  Paul  Farmer,  MD  of 


BWH  and  Partners  in  Health  {Mountains 
Beyond  Mountains  by  Tracy  Kidder)  was 
the  commencement  speaker.  Do  not 
miss  an  opportunity  to  hear  this  inspir- 
ing gentleman  speak,  he  is  more  im- 
pressive in  person  than  in  the  book  — an 
accomplishment  I did  not  think  was 
possible. 

He  advised  the  graduates  to  make  a 
contribution  to  "fix  medicine"  and  to 
always  work  as  a team.  At  the  brunch 
before  commencement  he  talked  about 
joint  educational  programs  for  nurses 
and  physicians.  He  practices  as  a team 
in  all  his  health  care  programs  be  it  in 
Haiti,  Russia  or  more  recently  in 
Rwanda. 

Over  the  years  that  I have  been  on  the 
Board  I have  given  much  thought  to  our 
mission  and  the  legacy  we  will  leave 
as  an  Association.  Our  donation  of  the 
sculpture  to  MGH  was  a significant 
statement  about  our  philosophy  of  nurs- 
ing and  our  contributions  to  the  MGH.

Dr.  George  Thibault 
is  currently  the  Director  of  the  Boarci  of 
MGH  Institute  — I would  suggest  that  a 
representative  group  from  the  Alumnae 
Association  would  meet  with  Jeanette 
Ives  Erickson,  Ann  Caldwell  and  Dr. 
Thibault. 

Each  year  the  Department  of  Nursing 
woulti  like  to  send  their  Annual  re- 
port to  members  of  the  Alumnae,  and 
MGH  Institute  would  like  to  send  their 
publications  to  members.  Please  con- 
sider sharing  your  address  with  these 
institutions  so  that  they  can  keep  you 
informed.  (The  MGH  NAA  does  not  cur- 
rently share  the  addresses  of  members.) 

In  closing  I want  to  thank  all  of  you  for 
the  opportunity  to  serve  on  the  Board  of 
MGHNAA  for  the  past  seven  years.  It 
has  been  a privilege.  I am  leaving  the 
Board  in  September  2006;  I am  leaving  it 
in  the  hands  of  a very  dedicated  group 
of  women  who  give  tirelessly  of  time 
and  commitment. 

I encourage  all  of  you  to  become  in- 
volved in  the  organization.  Over  the 
next  few  years  we  will  have  to  address 
some  very  important  issues  — you  need 
to  be  a part  of  those  discussions. 

Please  continue  to  be  as  generous  in 
your  support  of  MGH  NAA  as  you  have 
been  in  the  last  several  years  — over 
$125,000  has  been  donated  in  the  last 
five  years.  Please  maintain  your  level  of 
support. 

Again  I thank  you  all  for  your  support, 
direction  and  generosity  during  my  ten- 


ure on  the  Board;  it  has  been  an  honor.

Archives  Preservation 
Work  Underway 


On  September  30th,  nearly  30  alumnae  attended  a workshop  on 
the  afternoon  of  Homecoming  to  learn  about  the  preservation 
and  cataloging  of  the  MGH  School  of  Nursing  Archives.  These 
archives  cover  the  period  from  1873  to  1981  and  include  the  re- 
cords of  the  Boston  Training  School  for  Nurses,  the  MGH  Training 
School  for  Nurses,  and  the  MGH  School  of  Nursing,  the  predeces- 
sor of  the  current  Graduate  Program  in  Nursing  at  the  MGH  Insti- 
tute of  Health  Professions. 

Archivist  Hannah  Potter  held  training  sessions  in  November  2006 
for  alumnae  who  had  expressed  interest  in  volunteering  to  assist 
with  the  preservation,  and  work  began  in  earnest  in  early  Decem- 
ber. Volunteers  to  date  include  Susan  Emery  '76,  Susan  L.  Fisher 
'66,  Cynthia  Story  Mallette  '60,  Helena  T.  McDonough  '66,  Kather- 
ine Marag  Richo  '62,  and  Rosemary  C.  Stauff  '70,  as  well  as  Patri- 
cia Austen  from  the  MGH  Archives  Committee. 

An  Advisory  Board  has  been  appointed  by  Institute  President 
Ann  W.  Caldwell  to  provide  advice  and  counsel  as  the  archives 
are  developed.  The  members  of  the  Advisory  Board,  which  is 
chaired  by  Hannah  Potter,  include  Patricia  Austen,  MGH  Archives 
Committee;  Marianne  Ditomassi,  Executive  Director  of  Patient

Alumnae  Association;  Cecilia  Roberts,  Institute  Information  Sci- 
ence Specialist;  and  Karen  Wolf,  Clinical  Associate  Professor  and 
Associate  Director,  Institute  Nursing  Program.

The  Annabella  McCrae  Loan  Eund  was 
generously  remembered  recently  in 
Esther's  will. 

Looking  back  on  the  history  of  the  Fund, 
I discovered  that  Esther  Fessenden,  who 
graduated  in  1928,  was  the  first  recipi- 
ent of  the  loan  fund  in  1930.  She  must 
have  been  so  impressed  by  being  able  to 
tap  this  source  for  help  in  furthering  her 
education  that  she  was  determined  in 
her  will  to  help  others  as  she  was  helped 
so  long  ago.
